destroyers {rom Port Arthur which was 
stated yesterday to have occurred the 
same time as the Rastoropny left. The 
correspondent of the Eaupress says 
three boats left two days before the 
Rastoropny. carrying duplicates of 
dispatches from Gen. Stoessel. 

There were some badly wounded of- 
ficers on board, who preferred to risk 
their lives at sea rather than meet cer- 
tain death in the unsanitary hospitals 
of Port Arthur. 

The Japanese cruiser Kasuga sank 
the first destroyer after a fight lasting 
balf an bour, in which all the Russians 
were shot or drowned except four, 
who were rescued from the sea by 
boats from the Kasuga after the de- 
stroyer sank. One of these thus ree 
cued bas since died 

The cruiser Matsusbima sank the 
eecond destroyer twenty-five miles 
from Port Arthur, receiving herself an 
ineffective blow from «a torpedo.
